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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group III, claims 1, 7, 15-22, 27, and 28 in the 
reply filed on 6/8/07 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 2-6, 8, and 12-14 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 6/8/07. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings were received on 2/1 8/08. These drawings are not acceptable. 

4. The drawings are objected to because all diagrammatic blocks and features in 
Figures 1 and 3-6 are required to be distinctly labeled to indicate contents or function 
with legends (37 C.F.R. 1 .83(a), 1 .84(o)) since they are necessary for understanding of 
the drawing. Correction is required. 

In additional to the diagrammatic blocks, special technical features are also 
required to be clearly labeled. For examples, elements 10 and 26 in Figure 1; elements 
302, 304, and 314 in Figure 3; element 214 in Figure 4; elements 504 and 512 in Figure 
5; and the entire Figure 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
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international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1, 7, 15-22, 27, 28, and 36-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Siemens et al (2006/0274829) for the same reasons as set forth in Section 5 of the 
last office action, dated 1 1/26/07. 

With respect to the newly added claims, Siemens et al already discloses the concept of 
such single contiguous stream of common video data is either compressed or uncompressed 
video data prior to storage [0083]. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 2/1 8/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant asserts on pages 10 and 12 of the Remarks that Siemens et al fails to 
disclose a contiguous stream as defined in the specification. However, it is noted the contiguous 
stream 912 is video data resembling a stream of video data from a single video data source 910. 
Therefore, such interpretation is met by Siemens et al in its broadest reasonable sense, consistent 
with applicant's own definition. 

8. Applicant also asserts on page 10 of the Remarks that Siemens et al fails to disclose 
switching on a frame -by-frame basis. However, according to applicant's own definition in [103] 
of the specification, a frame may be defined as a segment of video. Again, such interpretation is 
met by element 912 of Siemens et al in its broadest reasonable sense, consistent with applicant's 
own definition. 

9. In response to applicant's argument on page 1 1 of the Remarks that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., a sync and frame merge module to receive uncompressed video and to govern the

compression process) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted 
in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In 
re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

10. Applicant asserts on page 12 of the Remarks that element 910 in Siemens et al fails to 
disclose a video processing module. However, element 910 in Figure 9 of Siemens et al is only a 
part of the video processing module (e.g. 872 in Fig. 8). One of ordinary skill in the art would 
have had no difficulty in recognizing that uncompressed video is received from 808 and 
processed in 814 before storage (e.g. 822, 840). 

1 1 . Applicant also asserts on pages 1 2- 1 4 of the Remarks that Siemens et al fails to disclose a 
constant phase relationship. However, according to applicant's own definition in [0008] of the 
specification, constant phase is merely defined as being synchronized. Therefore, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have had no difficulty in recognizing that Figure 4 of Siemens et al 
already illustrates the concept of such common phase relationship in its broadest reasonable 
sense, consistent with applicant's own definition.
